COAL IN THE MAKING 


Peat is not a familiar fuel in the United States. 
More attention is being given to peat now that 


it is realized that coal, gas and oil fields are 
not inexhaustible. 


Peat is coal in the making. It is the decaying 


vegetation which has filled a lake and turned it 
into a bog. 
There are great peat beds in this 


country, some of them in Michigan and Minnesota. 


The chief difficulty has been to devise a ma- 


chine which will dig and dry peat economically. 8creen 
It is not practical to cut peat by hand as is done 
abroad. Three months cf sunshine are required 
to dry the bricks of peat cut from a marsh by 
hand, and it isn't practical to dry them by baking. 
That would require mqre fuel than would be 
contained in the finished product. 


For years investigators were sure that they

seemed only a few details of mechanics and optics 
between them and success.
